Death of the Truth 


ver the years, I have always believed in two basic 

concepts: freedom of expression, and the necessity of 

having good solid information. Only facts—not 
prejudices or beliefs—can make a democracy such as ours 
work. That’s why I cheered in 1974 when Congress put some 
real teeth into the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA). 

The act said that government agencies cannot operate in 
secret, that anyone who makes a decision affecting all 220 
million Americans should be held accountable for that de- 
cision. Any American would have access to his or her own 
personal files, and access to other previously unavailable 
documents. All you had to do was write a specific agen- 
cy—such as the FBI or the CIA—and for around $25 you 
would receive a complete report on whatever written mate- 
rial the government held on you. 

But now the Attorney General and several dozen con- 
gressmen are trying to bury the Freedom of Information 
Act. Considering the many startling revelations uncovered 
through the FOIA process, such an intention is an intol- 
erable insult to fair-thinking people. Using the FOIA, 
reporters learned that government agencies had spied on 
Americans for Democratic Action, the John Birch Society, 
the Urban League, the National Council of Churches and 
other groups. Thanks to the FOIA, Americans have been 
able to blast away at that fortress of secrecy —the Internal 
Revenue Service. 

Without the FOIA the Pentagon never would have ad- 
mitted how much of the deadly chemical Agent Orange 
was used during the Vietnam conflict. Nor would it have 
been discovered that the United States and Japan secretly 
entered into an astounding post-World War II agreement. 
In exchange for information on the germ-warfare experi- 
ments conducted on American prisoners of war—many of 
whom died—the U.S. did not report Japan's inhumane re- 
search to the war-crimes tribunal. 

Rest assured that on file there is highly personal infor- 
mation on each and every one of you reading HUSTLER. 


Without the Freedom of Information Act there’d be no 
way of knowing if that data were true or false. 

When Congress passed the FOIA, the following state- 
ment was read into the Congressional Record: “Informa- 
tion is essential to knowledge—and knowledge is the basis 
for political power. Under our government system, max- 
imum access to information must, therefore, always reside 
firmly in the hands of the American people.” 

That's a fine and noble sentiment; but if the current 
reign of bureaucrats has its way, it will bite the dust. Al- 
ready federal departments are slowing down the acknowl- 
edgment of requests, thereby forcing citizens to sue in 
order to retrieve basic information. That’s the same princi- 
ple as having to sue the public library to check out a book. 

Government chair-warmers also want to completely lock 
up information in “records generated by the United States 
or any party in connection with the settlement of a legal 
action in which the United States is a party or has an inter- 
est." This would give a blank check to all regulatory agen- 
cies as well as law-enforcement agencies to say that what 
they have done —their decisions, rulings or agreements—is 
none of the public’s business. 

It’s high time our leaders in Washington remember the 
phrase “government of the people, by the people, for the 
people.’ Those aren’t empty words. Let’s hope and pray 
the politicians begin working for us, not against us. One of 
the best ways we can make sure they do is to keep the 
Freedom of Information Act alive.

The school's 
associate health director admits officials were uncertain about reaction to the program--not only from 
parents, but also from local druggists, who stand to lose some business. 


Census Bureau reports. The government's new study on "marital status and living arrangements" 
disclosed that as of March 1980 there were 1.56 million households made up of two unrelated adults 
of the opposite sex. In the 1970 census the figure was 523,000. The study's author, Arlene Saluter, 
says a major factor in the increase was ''the growing acceptance of new types of lifestyles." Saluter 
noted that the nation's 48 million married couples outnumbered the unmarried couples living 
together by more than 30 to 1. 


Despite the French reputation for romance, the president of France's Institute of Sexology claims half 
whom the sex act is like going to the guillotine," says Dr. Jacques Wynber. The most common affliction in 
French marriages, he says, is failure to have sexual intercourse at all. Wynberg identifies the big snags 
as inexperience, trouble with in-laws, and men with too much reverence for their wives.

Corral caused him emotional shock and "loss of love, companionship, 
affection and sexual relations."' Gagnon was hospitalized for ten months after the accident, and until 
recently was completely paralyzed. 


dramatic increase in sexual impotence among young men. One Japanese doctor said that while he dealt 
with five to ten cases of impotence a year in the 1950s, he now sees as many as 180 cases annually. 
Seventy percent of those cases are men in their 20s and 30s, the age when they would normally be in 
their sexual prime. In response to the upswing, Japanese physicians are calling for special centers to 
deal with sexual inadequacy, and a 150-member "impotence research society" was recently established 
to study the problem. Composed of urologists, gynecologists and psychologists, the society believes the 
increase is linked to the Japanese social structure and the pressures it places on young men to succeed. 


High-school officials in Bellevue, Nebraska, glued together two pages of an advanced biology textbook 
that describes specific methods of birth control. Jim Davis, Bellevue's assistant superintendent of 
schools, said the pages were stuck together because of a ten-year-old policy stating "schools will not... 
prescribe specific methods of birth control to... students." Secretaries and teachers did the gluing. 


Unreasonable sexual roles have caused sex to become less fun and more work for many Americans, a top 
psychologist believes. Lonnie Barbach of the University of California says that since women are not 
expected to be sexual, they become defensive about their sexuality and use it as a tool to manipulate 
men. On the other hand, Barbach claims, men are presumed to know everything about sex and are 
expected to be more than willing to share their knowledge. These attitudes "make sex goal-oriented," 
Barbach says, creating ''a split between simple physical interaction and sex." The psychologist thinks 
partners must discuss their sexual relationships "as seriously as if they were talking about buying a 
house, sparing few details."

Shaved Pubes: My husband really 
gets off when I shave my pubic hair. 
Recently I’ve noticed small bumps that 
look like pimples in the area where I 
shave. Is this some kind of venereal dis- 
ease? I’m too embarrassed to go to the 
doctor. Please help. 


Mobile, Alabama 


You could have folliculitis barbae, an in- 
fection of the hair follicle caused by either a 
bacteria or a virus. More than likely, howev- 
er, you are suffering from pseudofolliculitis 
(ingrown hairs). This condition occurs when 
the hair, instead of growing straight out, 
curves around and grows back underneath the 
skin. Since the skin in the pubic area is so 
sensitive, shaving can irritate it, and in- 
grown hairs are apt to occur. One way to 
avoid this happening the next time you shave 
is to make sure you use a very clean razor 
blade and a lubricating kind of shaving 
cream. Moisturize the area often, preferably 
with an unscented lotion. 

The only way to know exactly what the 
problem is is to see a physician. Doctors are 
professionals; there’s no need for you to be 
embarrassed. 


What Do Men Want? Has anyone 
done a study on what men really like 
women to do sexually? I am a 23-year- 
old newlywed who hasn’t had a lot of 
sexual experience. My husband has 
been showing me copies of HUSTLER, 
and it finally dawned on me that I don’t 
know a lot about what men like sexual- 
ly.

Take a look at a copy of Beyond the Male 
Myth, written by Dr. Anthony P. Pietropin- 
to, medical director at Lutheran Medical 
Center in Brooklyn, New York. He surveyed 
more than 4,000 men for his book, and the 
answer most men gave to your question was 
that they'd like women to be more active dur- 
ing sex. Oral sex and more touching of the 
penis were also rated highly. 

More than half the men indicated they 
would like to try new sexual positions. In his 
study, Dr. Pietropinto found that most men 
prefer women who feel comfortable initiating 
sex, who are uninhibited in their enjoyment 


of sex, who communicate their desires and 
who are open to variety. 

HUSTLER has always taken a clear 
stand in favor of this type of sexually active, 
uninhibited woman. HUSTLER, Dr. Pietro- 
pinto’s book and discussions with your hus- 
band should provide all the advice you'll ever 
need.

Highly Violent: A friend of mine who 
is a college professor told me a lot of vio- 
lence goes on among college students in 
sexual relationships. Is this true? What 
causes the violence, and how can it be 
stopped? H,,D. 
Minneapolis, Minnesota 


The Journal of Family Relationships re- 
ported that more than three-fifths of the stu- 
dents surveyed knew someone who had been 
involved in a “violent sexual relationship.” 
The study defined such behavior as a dating 
or sexual relationship in which one of the 
partners had been assaulted by the other. 
One-fourth of the students reported that they 
had in fact assaulted or been assaulted by a 
date or sexual partner. 

What this study did not clarify is what 
the students actually felt assault constituted. 
Is it being grabbed? Having your hair 
pulled? Being raped? Being tied to a bed and 
whipped? There is a big difference between 


- 


having your hair pulled and being raped. 
The study did not consider these discrep- 
ancies. However, this does not take away 
from the conclusion that many students do 
not know how to deal with the powerful 
emotions that can accompany a_ sexual 
relationship. 

If young people are into too much violent 
sex, it might be because they were not raised 
in loving, nonviolent homes in which sexual 
information was freely available. Just as 
children who are abused have a tendency to 
grow up and become child abusers themselves, 
children raised in sexually violent homes 
often grow up to be sexually violent adults. 


Blackout: Almost every time I have 
sex with my girlfriend, she blacks out! 
She tells me that it usually happens 
right before she comes. What could 
cause a problem like this? —R.T. 

Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania 


Both physical and mental problems could be 
causing your girlfriend to black out during 
intercourse. T he situation is very serious, and 
you should seek medical help immediately. 
Refrain from having intercourse until a doc- 
tor advises you that the disorder is being 
resolved and it is all right to resume sexual 
relations. 

According to Dr. Benjamin H. Glover Fr., 
professor of psychiatry at the University of 
Wisconsin Medical School, your girlfriend's 
condition could be caused by epilepsy, hypo-

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glycemia, narcolepsy, heart and circulation 
impairments or respiratory difficulties. She 
also may be experiencing psychological prob- 
lems connected with her sexuality. 

Have her see a gynecologist right away to 
determine if the blackouts are caused by 
physical problems. If they aren't, she should 
follow up with psychological counseling. 


Hunterian Chancre: When | discov- 
ered a persistent sore on my cock, I went 
to the doctor, who said I had “hunterian 
cancer.” He prescribed some medicine, 
and I received a series of shots. I was 
told I’d have nothing to worry about if I 
followed his instructions and abstained 
from sex for a while. Can cancer be 
cured with a few shots and some pills? 
—F.D. 

Atlanta, Georgia 


You showed good judgment by going to the 
doctor so soon after you found the sore on your 
penis. Once you were there, however, you 
shouldn't have hesitated to raise questions 
about all aspects of your problem. In all 
probability, you misunderstood the diagnosis. 
It sounds like you have a hunterian chancre, 
which is a hard sore indicative of the pri- 
mary stage of syphilis. 

The chancre appears from ten to 90 days 
after contact with the germ. At first the sore 
is hard, then it bursts and later becomes 
crusty. This process can take up to three 
weeks. After four to six weeks the sore heals, 
whether or not the syphilis has been detected 
and treated. Syphilis can be completely cured 
at this point by penicillin treatments. This 
sounds like what your doctor has prescribed. 

Primary syphilis is often difficult to detect 
because the chancre is painless and can mas- 
querade as a simple cut or ingrown hair. If 
left untreated, syphilis will move on to a sec- 
ondary stage. Symptoms at this point can in- 
clude a rash, sores in the mouth or on the gen- 
itals, loss of hair from the scalp or eyebrows, 
cracks in the folds of the mouth or nose, wart- 
like genital lesions, swollen glands and fever. 
Some people will experience a few of these 
symptoms, others none at all. This period 
lasts from two to six weeks. Again, penicillin 
will clear up the disease at this stage and on 
into the next phase, the latent stage. 

During the latent period there are no 
symptoms, and the bugs can't be passed on to 
your sexual partners, but the disease will 
show up in blood tests and can be treated. 
This stage may last anywhere from a few 
years to the rest of an infected person’s life. 
However, in some cases the syphilis erupts 
into the late stage (tertiary syphilis). By this 
time the disease can be deadly, causing 
cardiovascular and central-nervous-system 
disorders and irreversible tissue damage. 

Your doctor apparently nipped your syphi- 
lis in the bud. Now inform all your sex part- 
ners from the last three months so they can be 
tested for the disease. 


Rape & Disease: I was raped about 
two months ago, and I can’t get over the 
feeling that I’ve contracted some awful 
sexual disease. How do I know if I have 
something or not? —T.R. 

Oklahoma City, Oklahoma 


Any gynecologist can tell you whether you've 
contracted a sexually transmittable disease. 
However, your problem right now is more 
likely to be a psychological one. If you had 
contracted a disease, you probably would 
have discovered symptoms by now. In the case 
of rape, many victims find that they feel 
“soiled” or “infected” for a long time after 
the attack. Seek qualified help at a rape- 
crisis center or a hospital. It will take a lot of 
work on your part to recover from the damage 
of rape. Undergo thorough testing with a doc- 
tor to help convince yourself you don’t have a 
venereal disease. Then work on your emo- 
tional outlook. Don’t let one jerk ruin your 
whole life as a sexual being. 


Which Is More Sensitive? I would 
like to know if the clitoris is more sensi- 
tive to the touch than the tip of a man’s 
penis. My girlfriend is always talking 
about how sensitive a woman’s clitoris 
is, and I’m of the opinion that the head 
of a man’s cock is even more sensitive. 
Do you know? —D. L. 

Fargo, North Dakota 


Sensitivity has to be measured on an individ- 
ual basis. One woman's clitoris may be high- 
ly sensitive, while another’s needs a lot of 
heavy-duty action for arousal. The same goes 
for men’s cocks. 

Both the clitoris and the glans of the penis 
are packed with nerve endings. But since the 
glans of the penis is larger than the glans of 
the clitoris, it does contain more nerve end- 
ings. That could be an argument in favor of 
the penis being more sensitive. In studies in- 
vestigating the question the number of nerve 
endings per square centimeter equaled out. So 
it is pretty safe to say that both organs are ex- 
tremely sensitive. Let’s stop bickering and 
start enjoying! 


Herpes Help: | recently caught herpes 
from my girlfriend. The rash cleared up, 
but she left me. Can I have sex without 
giving herpes to someone else? Is there 
any cure at all? —P. W.

Few people realize that 
Libya’s capital is Tripoli— 
made famous in “from the 
halls of Montezuma to the 
shores of Tripoli,” a part of 
the Marines’ Hymn. Presi- 
dent Thomas Jefferson sent 
Marine forces there in 1803 
to protect American ship- 
ping interests from piracy. 
Nothing much has changed 
in the intervening 179 years— 
except for the man in 
charge. 

Winston Churchill once 
said Libya’s main contribu- 
tion to the world was “mur- 
der, treachery and sodomy.” 
The late Egyptian president, 
Anwar Sadat, called Kaddafi 


“a vicious criminal; 100% 


sick and possessed of the 
demon.”’ One disgusting 
example of this criminal 
mentality was Kaddafi’s re- 
action to the murder of 11 
Israeli athletes at the 1972 
Olympics. While the rest of 
the world wept in shame, 
Kaddafi gave the terrorists 
responsible a $5-million 
prize and a hearty well done. 

In a country whose popu- 
lation is more than_half- 
illiterate, Kaddafi monopo- 
lizes all the movies, radio 
and television broadcasts, 
and the few newspapers. He

Marked 
by cliche characters, cliche sets 
and a Gilligan's Island 
would have rejected as too 
dumb, The Filthy Rich is more 
like a dime-store trinket and a 
sandwich made with Spam and 
cheese.

Regular readers of this sec- 
tion know I give the highest 
marks for general sex books to 
Alex Comfort’s The Joy of Sex 
and More Joy of Sex. Well, Dr. 
Michael Carrera has come up 
with a volume that’s right up 
there with those two. It even 
offers information that Dr. 
Comfort doesn’t. 

First of all, Sex is about as 
straightforward and nonjudg- 


mental as a book can get. Over 
and over the point is made that 
tastes and preferences—and 
especially feelings —differ from 
place to place, from time to 
time and—most important— 
from person to person. 

Just as often, Carrera calls 
for true communication be- 
tween people. You are urged to 
say what you like and to get 
your partner to tell you what 
she likes. 

Each section of the book has 
the kinds of questions that peo- 
ple really do ask, with clear an- 
swers about pregnancy, homo- 
sexuality, disease, aging, impo- 
tence—you name it, you'll find 
it here. 

Then there are the pictures. 
While lacking the color plates 
that brighten Comfort’s books, 
Sex includes beautiful drawings 
of loving couples. Some of them 
depict things you may have 


never seen. For example, a dis- 
covery made late in the 
research of Masters and 
Johnson is that the hood of the 
clitoris retracts during a 
woman’s arousal, but covers it 
again shortly before orgasm. 

In Sex, vivid pictures show 
the stages of that process. There 
are also revealing photographs 
proving the sexologists’ con- 
tention that it’s impossible to 
tell what size an erect cock will 
be simply by looking at it when 
it's limp. Carrera shows us 
three pictures of flaccid 
penises—one small, one medi- 
um and one large. Photos of the 
same cocks stiffened up demon- 
strate clearly that they come up 
to about the same size. 

A bonus is a list of organi- 
zations you can turn to for help 
in case of any sexual difficulty. 
Allin all, it’s a useful book, well 
worth buying.

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You’ve got an amorous eve- 
ning all planned for the two 
of you, but when you pick 
her up, she seems distracted, 
distant. Through dinner and 
the movie there’s a tension 
you could cut with a knife. 
Even though the film is 
hilarious, she isn’t laughing. 
She’s simply squirming in 
her seat. Later, at her apart- 
ment, you make your move 
anyway. “No,” she informs 
you flatly, “we can’t make 
it tonight; I have a yeast 
infection.” 

You’re frustrated, she’s 
miserable, and you may 
decide this lady isn’t worth 
the hassle. You go out in 
search of one with a healthy 
vagina instead. 

Most women experience 
at least one or two vaginal 
infections during their sex- 
ually active years. If you’re a 
man who spends any time at 
all around the fairer sex, 
you're bound to be tem- 
porarily put off because your 
woman is plagued by candi- 
diasis (a yeast infection), 
trichomoniasis (pronounced 
trick-o-mo-ny-a-sis) or non- 
specific vaginitis—all of which 
can make her cunt feel like 
it’s been invaded by an army 
of fire ants. 

Chances are, you'll begin 
to have some doubts about 
her. These diseases are sex- 
ually transmitted, aren’t 
they? That must prove she’s 
been sleeping around, even 
though she swears otherwise. 
Besides, infections ‘‘sound” 
raunchy. Maybe her vagina 
is filthy and germ-ridden, 
despite what doctors say about female 
genitalia being clean. On both those 
counts, though, it ain’t necessarily so. 

Men can’t really be blamed for an 
ignorance of vaginal infections. All too 
often, women know little about them as 
well. Even public-health authorities 
aren't that knowledgeable. 

When treated properly, these bouts 
with microorganisms are mostly short- 
lived. While the symptoms— pain, itch- 
ing, swelling, redness or an unusual dis- 
charge—can get to a woman, no long- 
term damage is done to her reproductive 
system. Still, trich, yeast infections and 
nonspecific vaginitis can be a hassle— 
for a woman, and for her partner as well.

HOw VAGINAL 
INFECTIONS 
AFFECT MEN

And since tension and stress can prolong 
as well as trigger them, a woman’s lover 
can often be a critical factor in her 
recovery. If you become unhinged by 
what’s happening in your lady’s vagina, 
chances are she’ll pick up on your nega- 
tive vibes and have to battle the infec- 
tion longer than usual. 

Sometimes a little knowledge is a dan- 
gerous thing. But with vaginal infec- 
tions, understanding the basics can allay 
many fears. 

Yeast infections also go by the names 
Monilia and Candida. Normally, a 
woman has a number of yeast micro- 
organisms in her vagina, and everything 
is fine. But sometimes certain condi- 


tions—pregnancy, diet, in- 
gestion of too many antibiot- 
ics, even wearing tight 
underwear—can upset the 
chemical balance in the 
vagina, causing the yeast to 
multiply out of control. 
When that happens, a dis- 
charge, redness and lots of 
itching often result. 

Once her yeast infection 
has been diagnosed, she'll 
probably be given vaginal 
cream to use for seven to 14 
days. If her doctor advises 
her to refrain from having 
intercourse, by all means go 
along with that advice. It is 
possible for a man to catch 
a yeast infection from a 
woman; so if the two of you 
indulge in sex, be sure you 
wear a condom. It’s also wise 
to wash your penis with soap 
and water daily and after 
sex, and to note any irrita- 
tion of your cock or scrotum. 
More often than not, men 
can be carriers of yeast with- 
out showing any symptoms 
themselves. 

Your partner may object 
to having sex, even if you 
wear a condom and her doc- 
tor says intercourse is per- 
missible. In that case, don’t 
push. Her vaginal tissues 
have been made tender and 
sore by the infection, and 
irritating them further can 
delay healing. Taking things 
slowly and abstaining for a 
ew days can mean the 
difference between a quick 
recovery and several weeks 
of celibacy. 

Trich may be “the most 
frequently acquired sexually 
transmitted disease in the U.S.,” say 
Drs. Michel Rein of the federal Center 
for Disease Control and Thomas Chapel 
of Wayne State University’s School of 
Medicine. While precise figures are 
unavailable, Rein and Chapel estimate 
that 2.5 million cases occur annually. 

This disease is caused by a single- 
celled protozoan that will induce a 
frothy greenish-white or grayish dis- 
charge, as well as itching or pain. Al- 
though trich is usually transmitted sex- 
ually, the little beasts that cause it are 
sturdy enough to thrive outside the 
body; thus, it’s possible for a woman to 
pick it up from wet washcloths or from 
wearing someone else’s wet swimsuit. It 
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is quite possible for a woman to already 
have the microorganisms present in her 
vagina and not show symptoms until 
menstruation, tension or fatigue allow 
them to multiply like wildfire. There is a 
good chance, as well, that she may have 
gotten her trich infection from you. Re- 
member, men can harbor the one-celled 
animals without knowing it. 

No matter how she became infected 
with trich, the important thing is to get 
rid of it. Many doctors recommend that 
the woman and her partner undergo 
treatment together as a matter of course. 
Otherwise, the two of you can reinfect 
each other for months, even years. 

Most trich infections are treated with 
Flagyl, a powerful drug that has been 
shown to cause cancer in laboratory 
mice. Since it’s so potent, it’s best for 
you both to take the medicine exactly as 
the physician prescribes. If you stop 
before the prescribed dose, the trich can 
surface again, and you'll be exposed to 
higher levels of medication than would 
have been necessary. 

If one of the women in your life has 
trichomoniasis, you should get treat- 
ment and warn any other ladies you’ve 
slept with to get checked for the orga- 
nism too. If you don’t, you may find 
yourself infecting a number of partners 
unknowingly, thus putting a severe 
crimp in your love life. 

Nonspecific vaginitis used to be a 


catch-all term for infections caused by a 
number of different bacteria. Now that 
many of those culprits have been isolated, 
it’s also called Hemophilis vaginalis, 
H. influenzae or Corynebacterium. Often, 
a doctor is able to diagnose a bacterial 
infection right off by examining a sam- 
ple of the woman’s vaginal discharge 
under a microscope. Sometimes, though, 
he’ll test for yeast, trich and gonorrhea 
first, and arrive at his diagnosis. 

Although some physicians treat a 
woman’s bacterial infections with anti- 
biotic suppositories, most prefer to use 
pills so both of you can receive treat- 
ment as well. It’s a good idea for you to 
see the doctor too. 

Chances are, your partner won’t have 
any second thoughts about abstinence 
while the two of you are undergoing 
treatment. Bacterial infections frequent- 
ly cause painful intercourse, in addition 
to foul-smelling discharges and _itchi- 
ness. While these sorts of infections can 
arise spontaneously, they are also 
transmitted during intercourse. 

Hassling a lady because she’s come 
down with an infection and refusing to 
be treated yourself is behavior that’s in- 
jurious to everyone. Even though you 
don’t have a discharge, itching, or burn- 
ing during urination, there’s a good 
chance the microorganisms will find a 
home in your reproductive system. Dump- 
ing the woman with the vaginal infec-

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tion and going on your way to infect 
other women is a quick way to put your- 
self out of demand on the sexual market. 

Despite the fact that vaginal infec- 
tions, in themselves, aren’t a major 
threat to health and happiness, make 
certain that what your lady has is really 
just a simple infection. Lately, a number 
of new books have listed specific symp- 
toms for the different kinds of vaginal 
infections. (One excellent guide is My 
Body, My Health, by Felicia Guest and 
Drs. Felicia Stewart, Gary Stewart and 
Robert Hatcher.) Although they give 
both you and your partner a good idea 
of what’s up, the books aren’t foolproof. 
It’s critical to have a doctor make a diag- 
nosis and prescribe treatment. 

The problem with self-doctoring is 
that discharges and itching can also be 
symptoms of other, more serious ail- 
ments, like gonorrhea. If your woman 
hasn’t seen a doctor and insists on treat- 
ing her symptoms her own way, avoid 
having intercourse with her at all costs. 

There are other preventive options as 
well. Sometimes, bacterial infections are 
caused by having anal intercourse and 
following it with vaginal sex without 
benefit of scrubbing yourself. Because 
bacteria can thrive in the urinary tract, 
it’s advisable not only to wash but also 
to urinate before moving your cock from 
her ass to her pussy. 

Lifestyle can have a lot to do with 
susceptibility to vaginal infections too. 
Since many women get them when 
they’re physically rundown, it’s impor- 
tant that she watch her health. Anxiety 
and emotional pressures are known to 
change the body’s chemistry, and it’s 
possible that they change the acid con- 
tent of the vagina and permit infections 
to develop. Continuing problems with 
microorganisms may be a sign that she’s 
upset about something. 

If physical symptoms or the doctor 
rule out intercourse, it doesn’t mean 
your sex life has to end. No, oral sex is 
not the answer; you’d merely get an 
infection in your mouth! You can touch 
and fondle one another, though, and 
explore other facets of your sexuality — 
the ones you usually ignore when all 
systems are go. Just remember to 
thoroughly wash your hands afterward. 

No two ways about it: Vaginal infec- 
tions are a pain both for the woman who 
has them and for her partner. They 
don’t, however, have to be made worse 
by guilt, anger and misunderstanding. 
Neither are they her problem alone. 
Like all sexual diseases, the respon- 
sibility for treatment lies with both 
partners. Once you know what they are, 
and you do your bit to take care of them, 
they needn’t put too much of a crimp in 
your sexual fun and games. Gs

ALLISON 


Psychic Crime-Solver 


win church steeples. A swampy area with an 

overpowering smell of oil. Two types of 
bridges. The letters MAR. The images flickered 
like a movie in Dorothy Allison's mind. 

Susan Jacobson, a 14-year-old from Staten 
Island, New York, was missing. Frustrated by 
unsuccessful police searches, her parents 
turned to Allison, a New Jersey clairvoyant who 
had previously helped lawmen find several 
missing persons ...or their dead bodies. 

The Jacobsons tried to sort out the jumbled 
kaleidoscope of clues provided by Allison, but 
eventually they lost hope. Police considered 
the teenager a runaway. But the psychic sleuth 
clung stubbornly to her strange vision. 

Two years later, in March 1978, three boys 
who were muskrat hunting in an abandoned 
boatyard near the Jacobson home found a bad- 
ly decomposed body in a 55-gallon oil drum 
down a 12-foot shaft. It was Susan Jacobson. 

In the distance, over in New Jersey, stood two 
church Spires. The Bayonne Bridge and a rail- 
road span towered nearby. And, startlingly, 
painted in red on a boulder 200 feet from the 
grisly scene were the letters MAR. Tragically, 
Dorothy Allison had been on target. 

“Sure, | was skeptical at first,’ recalls Nutley, 
New Jersey, police detective Salvatore Luber- 
tazzi, who has worked on dozens of cases with 
Allison in his own and other jurisdictions. ‘But 
she changed my mind. About 75% of the time 
she accurately describes where, and often 
when, a missing person will be found." 

The veteran cop's change of heart is not 
atypical. There is a growing public belief that 
some individuals have the extraordinary ability 
to ‘see’ through time and space, and—in some 
cases—the power to cure anything from head- 
aches to cancer. 

It hasn't always been this way. For centuries, 
persons who had “visions” or made prophecies 
were quickly written off as mad, mentally dis- 
turbed or in league with the devil. They were 
exiled from society. In recent years, however, 
that attitude has changed dramatically. 

Psychics now are in demand at parties and 
on radio and television talk shows. In suburban 
shopping malls, groups of them stage ‘‘psychic 
fairs,"" where for $5 (or $500) a seer will tell you 
whether or not you'll land that new job. Or 
whether your old lady is having an affair. Or 
what you were in past lives: the keeper of a 
harem, an Arab sheikh, an Indian maiden. 

When clairvoyants peek into the future,

they foresee everything from assassina- 
tions to Super Bowl winners to where 
the flaming shards of a spacecraft will 
fall. Sometimes they’re right; sometimes 
they’re not even close. Every seer who’s 
predicted the end of the world has been 
incorrect—so far. 

Parapsychology—the branch of psy- 
chology that investigates psychic phe- 
nomena such as extrasensory perception 
(ESP), clairvoyance and telepathy—is 
presently the subject of clinical research 
at reputable universities and hospitals in 
North America and Europe. And 
believers are turning up in executive 
board rooms and police headquarters, 
strongholds of no-nonsense logic and 
down-to-earth practicality. 

For more than a century, psychics 
have offered to help police unravel mass 
murders, sex crimes and missing-per- 
sons cases. Yet tough, hard-line investi- 
gators from Scotland Yard to California 
precinct houses routinely rejected tips 
from the odd lot of people they thought 
were as loony as the Mad Hatter at tea. 

Even when an adventurous detective 
worked with one of these “psychic 
eyes,” the scattered barrage of clues 
often would not prove useful. But when 
resourceful investigators could piece 
together the eerie puzzle, they found the 
inexplicable visions deadly accurate. 

In fact, a 1978 California Department 
of Justice study encouraged investiga- 


tors to consult psychics in difficult cases. 
Based on interviews with 11 police of- 
ficers who had used seers in crime solv- 
ing, the report concluded that “a 
talented psychic can assist [police] by 
helping to locate the geographic area of 
a missing person, narrow the number of 
leads to be concentrated on, highlight 
information that has been overlooked 
and provide information previously 
overlooked by the investigators.” 

Despite some impressive competitors, 
police officials, parents and researchers 
agree that the world’s premier psychic 
detective is Dorothy Allison. The tough- 
talking New Jersey housewife—who re- 
ceived national attention while working 
with the FBI on the Patty Hearst ab- 
duction and, more recently, the search 
for the killer or killers of 28 blacks in 
Atlanta—has by far the best track 
record. 

Without trances or a crystal ball, the 
energetic 57-year-old mother of four has 
been credited with helping police solve 
at least 13 homicides and find more than 
50 missing persons. For her efforts, she 
has collected honorary badges and com- 
mendations from more than 50 police 
departments across the country. 

Yet some law-enforcement authori- 
ties, even after sleuthing with Allison, 
still aren’t persuaded. “I can understand 
why people doubt psychics,” she says 


“I can tell silicone tits when | see 'em!" 
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with a trace of bitterness. “There are a 
lot of frauds around. But nobody can 
call me a fraud when I’ve worked for the 
police sometimes 12 hours or more a day 
over a period of 13 years. I don’t go to 
them; they come to me. And I don’t 
accept any money or donations besides 
expenses. I’m not a fortune-teller.” 

Ona hilly street not far from the small 
downtown area of Nutley, a low stone 
wall fronts the Allison home. The set- 
ting is decidedly ordinary. Inside, one of 
five black German shepherds barks 
loudly at the sound of visitors walking 
up the steps to the front door. 

“Don’t mind the place; it’s usually 
neater,” Allison remarks, ushering her 
guest toward a brown sofa in the com- 
pact living room. Her dark-red finger- 
nail polish matches her turtleneck 
sweater, which drapes over white jeans. 
She points to two shopping bags spilling 
over with letters from anguished parents 
and police seeking her help. 

“There’s too much to do, and working 
uses up so much energy that I get three 
vitamin B-12 shots a week from a 
nurse,” she admits, stepping into the 
small but modern kitchen to brew coffee. 

Emerging moments later, she quick- 
ly glances at a painting of former Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy, sunglasses in 
hand, standing near a shoreline. For an 
instant there appears to be a mood 
swing. In January 1968 she had an icy 
premonition that one of the Kennedys 
would be shot near a restaurant on the 
West Coast. JFK’s brother Robert was 
slain in the kitchen of a Los Angeles 
hotel the following June. 

She finally settles down at the kitchen 
table and slides a cup of coffee across 
the wood finish. Allison’s cup has the 
astrological sign of Capricorn on the 
side. She considers herself religious and 
at times prays to Saint Anthony—the 
13th-century Franciscan friar revered by 
Catholics as the patron of the poor and 
of lost property. Allison occasionally 
wears a Saint Anthony medal, but there 
is no timetable for her prayers. She says 
she is simply a woman of faith. 

“These are my little angels,” she con- 
tinues, opening a wallet-size photo 
album with color and black-and-white 
snapshots of children. Some are dead; 
some are alive; some are still missing. 
“Aren’t they beautiful?” she asks. “It's 
like they’re my own. I feel so badly for 
their mothers. I hate the bastards that 
kill them.” 

For the next few hours, while chain- 
smoking Viceroys, the dark-haired 
clairvoyant recounts some of her more 
celebrated cases. She pauses only to 
open hallway closets and file cabinets, 
pulling out newspaper clippings, let- 
ters from grateful parents, and affida-

vits attesting to her remarkable exploits. 

“Tve always said that when children 
under the age of 14 are involved, I’ll put 
my other cases aside,” says Allison, who 
usually works on as many as ten cases at 
a time. “My other priorities are when a 
cop is shot or when a mass murderer is 
on the loose.” 

She is still recovering from five days 
in Atlanta, where she focused her energy 
on the series of slayings and disap- 
pearances of young blacks. “The media 
drove me crazy down there,” Allison re- 
calls. “One time I had to lie down on the 
floor of a patrol car to get away from the 
cameras and helicopters. It was 1 damned 
circus. I’ve given people’s names and 
places to the Atlanta police. They’re on 
tape, but no one else can hear it yet.” 

Allison feels that two men are in- 
volved in the slayings and that only 
“some of the cases are connected, not 
all.” She predicts a casket company and 
a place resembling a furniture factory or 
lumberyard will be the locations where 
other missing children’s bodies will be 
found. 

Deputy Police Chief Morris Redding, 
head of Atlanta’s criminal-investigations 
division, told reporters Allison’s tips 
would be checked out along with all ad- 
ditional incoming information. 

Allison can afford to travel to Atlanta 
and other cities because police depart- 
ments pay her expenses and—as she 


puts it—because “Bob supports me.” 
Bob Allison, her husband, is a soft- 
spoken construction engineer without 
any paranormal insights. 

Although Dorothy doesn’t mind occa- 
sional trips, she can just as easily direct 
lawmen to bodies over the telephone. 
On a radio call-in show in St. Louis in 
October 1980 she accurately described a 
dead-end street where the corpse of a 
Missouri shoe clerk would be found 
within two weeks. Another time, Wash- 
ington state police related sketchy 
details of a distraught mother’s report of 
her two missing children. 

“T see doubles,” Allison said on the 
phone, “and the number 78.” 

Police later hoisted the children’s 
bodies from the Columbia River, near 
the shore of Two Rivers Park and not far 
from an electrical transmission tower with 
the symbol ’78 (like the year) painted on 
its base. The mother was later charged 
with the murders. 

Allison insists she can’t explain her 
visions—or “television pictures,” as she 
calls them—of numbers, faces, land- 
scapes and buildings. “It’s both a bless- 
ing and a sting,” she says. But she knows 
when they started. 

Her autobiography, Dorothy Allison: A 
Psychic Story, relates a childhood premo- 
nition. On July 5, 1939, as she sat on the 
steps of her house in Jersey City and 
gazed at the dirt, she saw a ghostly face 


“Been drinking light beer, huh?” 
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floating in the air above the ground. 
Looking at the screen door of the house, 
she saw lilies and white crepe. 

Her young friend, Vicky, who did not 
see either ghostly apparition, asked if 
Dorothy wanted to go bowling the 
following evening. 

“The mental alchemy of images and 
thoughts tossing in her mind began to 
coalesce,” her coauthor wrote. “Dorothy 
was beginning to understand. White 
flowers. Lilies. She thought of Easter, 
Christ, death. Without further con- 
sideration, she turned to Vicky and said, 
‘My father will be dead tomorrow night, 
and I won’t be able to go bowling.’ ” 

“When Allison’s father died the next 
night, her mother, Appolonia, tried to 
console her frightened daughter. But the 
wise woman knew the time wasn’t right 
to reveal all. On her deathbed, years 
later, Appolonia told Dorothy: ‘My 
prayers have brought me special sight, 
and you too have it.’ ” 

The neighborhood women believed 
Appolonia was a blessed visionary. She 
was indeed a stout, strong, devout 
woman who often led neighbors in 
prayer. She did not, however, solve 
crimes. There were statues of saints on 
her dresser, and after her husband’s 
death she devoted her life—as a nun 
would—to God. She also predicted on 
her deathbed that Dorothy would marry 
twice, have several children and live 
comfortably. All of these prophecies are 
true as of this writing. 

Allison’s unlikely career as a psychic 
investigator began just before dawn on 
December 3, 1967. She dreamed she saw 
the body of a blond, blue-eyed boy, 
wearing a green snowsuit, caught in a 
drainpipe in a shallow pool of water. His 
shoes were on the wrong feet. Police 
were thunderstruck. The clairvoyant 
had perfectly described five-year-old 
Michael Kurscics, whose disappearance 
on the morning of her dream had not yet 
been made public. 

A month later she told police she had 
“seen” a building with gold lettering 
and the number 8. On February 7, 1968, 
the child’s body was found in a drain- 
pipe in nearby Clifton. His sneakers, 
underneath rubbers, were on the wrong 
feet. Nearby were a factory with gold 
lettering on the door and an elementary 
school, P.S. 8. 

Following that nightmare 14 years 
ago, word of Dorothy Allison’s unusual 
abilities circulated nationwide. 

When Patty Hearst was kidnapped 
on February 8, 1974, her father, Ran- 
dolph, asked for Dorothy’s aid. Al- 
though she had provided no leads be- 
fore Patty was captured in San Fran- 
cisco a year-and-a-half later, Allison

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informed the FBI she thought the miss- 
ing heiress had hid in Pennsylvania and 
then in New York City. Authorities 
subsequently found Patty’s fingerprints 
in a Pennsylvania farmhouse and agreed 
she had been in New York exactly when 
the psychic had said. “Dorothy couldn’t 
locate Patty,” Randolph Hearst said. 
“But she is honest and reputable. I 
wouldn’t laugh at her.” 

When 18-year-old Barney Berke 
vanished during a 1968 beach outing to 
Asbury Park, New Jersey, wearing only 
a bathing suit, his parents were frantic. 
Unsuccessful ground and helicopter 
searches of the area prompted Mrs. 
Berke to contact Allison as a last resort. 
Hearing the woman’s voice on the 
phone helped the psychic form a picture 
of the missing teenager. 

“T don’t see him drowned or dead,” 
she assured the parents. “I know he will 
return. He’s caught in some kind of 
Houdini act. You will just have to be 
patient.” 

But after two months, when no fur- 
ther progress had been made in the case, 
the grieving Berkes held a funeral for 
their son. Again Allison suggested they 
be patient. Two weeks later Barney 
Berke came home, looking bedraggled 
and wearing ill-fitting clothes. A victim 


of amnesia, he had no recollection of 
what had transpired since his disappear- 
ance. The parents soon understood one 
aspect of Allison’s initial vision—her 
reference to Harry Houdini. The teen- 
age boy admitted he had been studying 
to become a professional magician. 

OOn September 2, 1973, Phyllis 
Thompson, a 28-year-old East Bruns- 
wick, New Jersey, schoolteacher was 
brutally murdered. Allison told the vic- 
tim’s mother her daughter was forced 
into a car, raped, hit three times with a 
heavy object and drowned. The psychic 
described a cemetery where the body 
was taken. She said the murderer was an 
ex-con named Krug, adding that Krug’s 
fingerprint smear would be found on the 
slain teacher’s pantyhose. Eventually, 
all of this was found to be true. Fred- 
erick Krug of South River, New Jersey, 
was sentenced to life in prison for the 
kidnap-murder. 

OThirteen-year-old Gus Karavasalis, 
the mature-looking son of Greek immi- 
grants living in Baltimore, Maryland, 
had disappeared without a trace after 
twice being disciplined for smoking on 
school grounds. The parents had seen 
Allison on a TV interview program, and 
they pleaded with police to contact her. 
Under hypnosis, she saw the runaway 
teenager close to fire and wearing a 
uniform. She said he was living with 
other Greeks in a hilly area distinguish-

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able by a lot of water and many bridges. 
When one of his former teachers re- 
ported he had seen Karavasalis in a San 
Francisco coffee shop, the boy’s parents 
and a detective flew out west. Two 
hundred fifty-five days after his disap- 
pearance, they found him working as a 
cook in a Greek restaurant. His uniform 
was just as Allison had described it. The 
youth had run away because he feared 
he had dishonored his family and would 
be sent back to Greece by his father. 

O On December 9, 1974, a hunter dis- 
covered the bodies of two 49-year-old 
men, Richard O. Wyler of Westwood, 
New Jersey, and his fellow employee, 
Alfred Sutley of Bayport, New York. 
They were found in the wreckage of a 
private plane in a rugged, wooded area 
of western New Jersey. Federal Aviation 
Administration-led searches for the 
four-seat Beechcraft, reported missing 
five months earlier on a flight from Ohio 
to New Jersey’s Teterboro Airport, had 
stretched to five states. 

Ruth Wyler, the wife of one of the 
missing men, said Allison—under hyp- 
nosis—told her their bodies would be 
found by December 9, near a landmark 
bearing the name of a government offi- 
cial, such as a president or mayor. The 
crash site—where the victims’ bodies 
were discovered —was a half-mile south 
of Jefferson Township Middle School. 

Allison often relies upon personal 
articles such as jewelry to help her tune 
in. After wearing the high-school ring of 
missing Debbie Kline, an 18-year-old 
from Waynesboro, Pennsylvania, she 
picked out a suspect from a handful of 
police mug shots. She then told Penn- 
sylvania state troopers they would find 
Debbie’s body with her throat cut, 
wrapped in a plastic sheet near the word 
burnt written on a yellow sign. In Janu- 
ary 1977 the girl’s corpse was discovered 
at Burnt Cabins, a small resort that had 
a yellow billboard along the highway. 

“You cannot deny her,” says a Penn- 
sylvania reporter who coauthored a 
book on the Kline case. “We've got 
proof positive on everything she did and 
said.” 

On March 14, 1978, the missing- 
persons unit of the Bergen County, New 
Jersey, sheriff’s office asked Allison to 
assist in the search for Ronald Stica, an 
18-year-old Lodi youth who had disap- 
peared the previous September. The 
psychic began by drawing a map, which 
police said resembled the neighborhood 
near a bridge across the Saddle River 
where the teenager and his friends often 
gathered. 

After holding the lost youth’s glasses 
and driving around the area with po- 
lice, she proclaimed the body would

be found in a swamp near Teterboro 
Airport. 

A week later—and the day after 
Susan Jacobson’s skeleton was found in 
Staten Island—authorities led by two 
material witnesses unearthed the boy’s 
body, stabbed four times, from _ its 
makeshift swampy grave. 

“Seeing is believing,” Bergen County 
detective Anthony Tortora told the 
press. “Dorothy Allison took us to with- 
in 50 yards of where the body was. She’s 
quite a gal.” 

As Mrs. Allison recalls: “Ronnie’s 
mother and I almost walked over the 
body. I can still hear her screaming 
when they told her they found her son.” 

A detailed study of the baffling case of 
John DeMars shows the scope of Alli- 
son’s amazing psychic abilities. On 
December 20, 1974, the bank executive 
left work at the usual time but never 
came home to his wife and two children 
in Nutley. Like many who commute by 
train, the former Vietnam intelligence 
agent observed a regular weekday 
schedule. Every morning he would drive 
to the Nutley station, where he'd catcha 
train to Hoboken. In the evening he’d 
take the train back to Nutley and then 
drive home. 
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Police investigators interviewed fami- 
ly, friends, commuters and railroad 
workers. Photographs of DeMars 
appeared in many Metropolitan Area 
newspapers, but two weeks later police 
remained baffled. There was no evi- 
dence of kidnapping, and his bank 
records were in order. 

His wife, Elaine, contacted Dorothy 
Allison. Over coffee, the clairvoyant was 
able to describe DeMars’ office, secre- 
tary and his clockworklike habits. 

Allison didn’t tell Mrs. DeMars about 
“seeing” an arrow arcing across a blue 
sky somewhere, descending and landing 
near water, although she knew the water 
meant DeMars had drowned. 

Nutley police detective Sal Luber- 
tazzi was subsequently assigned to inter- 
view the psychic. She told him right off, 
as he sat at the kitchen table, that 
DeMars was dead. Allison saw, but 
could not explain, “two guys,” the 
arrow image, an archer, the number 222, 
a row of old tires and a playground. She 
said someone on the train might not be 
telling the whole truth about the ride on 
the night DeMars vanished. Taking 
notes, Lubertazzi remained skeptical. 

Later that day he received an anony- 
mous call from a commuter who got off 
the train every night just before the Nut- 
ley stop. The commuter said that on the 
night of December 20 he asked a con- 
ductor to stop the train after he had ab- 
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sentmindedly missed his stop. The train 
stopped on a bridge over the Passaic 
River, about a hundred feet from the 
station. Since it was too dark to walk 
back to the platform, the man decided to 
get off in Nutley. Police called back sev- 
eral trainmen and commuters for further 
questioning, and the engineer confirmed 
there had been such a stop. 

The next morning Essex County 
scuba divers, accompanied by Lubertaz- 
zi, began three days of diving in the 
frigid water underneath the trestle while 
Allison tramped along on the Passaic’s 
muddy, garbage-strewn banks. They 
found nothing. By late January she and 
Lubertazzi had revisited the area a 
dozen times, still to no avail. 

In her mind, Allison saw the number 
222 again, deciding it meant DeMars 
would not be found until February 22. 
Police from nearby Kearny called Lu- 
bertazzi on the afternoon of February 
22. A boy and his father had been shoot- 
ing arrows at a target, and one had gone 
awry. The boy ran to chase it by the 
edge of the Passaic and saw a human leg 
sticking out of the mud, near a number 
of discarded tires. The body was later 
identified by the contents of a wallet as 
John DeMars. Evidently, the bank exec- 
utive had fallen or jumped from the 
train when it had stopped on the bridge 
over the river. 

The recovery site was near a play- 
ground, five miles downstream from 
Nutley and about 50 feet behind a dis- 
count store. Dorothy Allison had said to 
look for two guys. The store’s name? 
Two Guys. 

Despite the expanding amount of evi- 
dence demonstrating that seers can be 
miraculously attuned to human wave- 
lengths and beyond, not every psychic 
prediction is accurate. “Some psychics 
drag families all over the country and 
come up blank,” scoffs a Dallas homi- 
cide detective. Skeptical investigators 
insist that only good, persistent police 
work solves cases. They say clairvoyants 
often get their best “visions” from 
cooperative cops. 

“If we listened to every psychic who 
told us we’d find a body under the 
Golden Gate Bridge, the city would go 
broke,” says Inspector Armand Pelissett 
of the San Francisco Police Department. 
“Divers cost bucks, and unless they find 
buried treasure, we’re bankrupt. It’s just 
not practical.” 

Such put-downs Allison and other 
psychics write off to professional jeal- 
ousy. “The police don’t want the public 
to know someone’s more competent 
than they are,” Allison declares. “Many 
other people also ridicule us or suggest 
we're crazy. I just smile at them all. My 
record speaks for itself.”

You've just received a little reminder 
from the Prudential Insurance Compa- 
ny that anybody, anywhere, can drop 
dead at any time. 

If you're like most Americans, you’re 
exposed to life-insurance propaganda 
nearly every day of your life. Insurance 
companies insert advertising fliers in 
your Sunday paper. They send you pre- 
mium offers of pens and pencils on your 
birthday. They stuff your mailbox-with 
desk calendars every Christmas season. 
They bombard you with magazine ads, 
radio spots and TV commercials. 

These appeals may be long or short, 
funny or serious, but they all tell you the 
same thing—life is short, and death may 
come at any moment; if you die unin- 
sured, your wife and children could 
starve. It’s the ultimate hard sell, play- 
ing on fear of death and on the natural 
concern for our families. 

Contrary to their advertising mes- 
sages, however, the American insurance 
industry promotes one of the shrewdest

“Hey, Mom—Dad's home! Hide the drugs!" 
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self-enrichment schemes of modern 
times. Most buyers get screwed because 
they only look at how much a policy will 
cost them per year. The real difference 
in cost between similar policies sold by 
different companies can be enormous 
over a 20-year period, sometimes as 
much as $15,000. Of course, the average 
buyer has no way to figure out this real 
difference, because insurors have done a 
fine job of concealing the actual cost of 
their product from the public. 

Imagine walking into a supermarket 
where no prices were marked on the 
cans and packages of food. You’d be 
running the risk of a rude surprise when 
you finally got to the checkout counter, 
and that’s pretty much the spot you’re in 
when you set out to buy “A Piece of the 
Rock” or deal with “The All-Hands 
People.” 

If insurance is rough for the buyer, 
consider the plight of the poor guy who 
peddles it. It’s not enough for him to sell 
you a policy; he’s forced to keep hitting 
on you year after year in order to make 
enough to live. Don’t condemn your 
local insurance agent. Instead, blame 
the insurance companies, which set up 
the commission treadmill that makes it 
necessary for the agent to sell the same 
client over and over again. 

The worst thing about these insur- 


ance abuses is their absolute legality, 
assuring that the little guy, the agent or 
buyer, inevitably gets the shaft. 

But for the companies themselves, the 
insurance business is like a license to 
print $100 bills. In 1979, the last year for 
which figures are available, Americans 
owned 407 million life-insurance policies, 
worth a combined total of $3 trillion. 

At the present time, insurance com- 
panies in this country own about $464.5 
billion in assets. The insurance industry 
invests these astronomical sums in tens 
of thousands of businesses. Corporate- 
bond investments are particular favor- 
ites. Metropolitan Life owns more than 
$25 billion worth of bonds. Prudential is 
a close second with $20 billion, and 23 
other insurance companies each own 
more than a billion dollars in bonds. 

Insurance companies also control the 
largest chunk of long-term mortgage 
money in the United States. Sometimes 
they build their own real-estate de- 
velopments, like New York Life’s enor- 
mous Stuyvesant Town housing project 
in the heart of Manhattan. Other times 
they’re content to lend money to con- 
struction firms. When interest rates are 
high (like right now) and banks are 
reluctant to lend money, insurance com- 
panies reap the benefits. Prudential 
alone holds $12.8 billion in mortgages. 
The company’s real estate is worth an- 
other $2 billion. 

Additionally, insurance companies 
own 4.3% of the voting stock in all 
American corporations. Equitable Life 
is one of the five largest shareholders in 
Union Carbide and Atlantic Richfield. 
Prudential is the biggest stockholder in 
Union Oil of California, Standard Oil of 
Indiana, Virginia Electric and Power, 
and Columbia Gas. The Rock also has 
big investments in such familiar opera- 
tions as RCA, Shell Oil, American Air- 
lines and Goodyear. Yet Prudential’s 
stocks add up to only about 8% of the 
giant company’s total assets. 

The insurance industry isn’t restricted 
to playing around with its own money 
either. It manages about $80 billion in 
pension funds. Equitable and Metro- 
politan Life are the leaders here, han- 
dling more pension assets than any other 
single institution. 

If you’ve guessed by now that the 
insurance business has a lot of influence 
on just about every aspect of American 
life, you’re right. Nine out of ten Ameri- 
can families own life insurance, which 
means those staggering sums previously 
mentioned come from the pockets of you 
and your next-door neighbor and the 
guy who works in the office down the 
hall.

You've called your insurance agent in to 
discuss your family’s coverage. You, 
your wife and the agent are sitting in the 
living room with a bunch of blank 
policies spread out on the coffee table. 
The policies are filled with microscopic 
print and written in language it would 
take a Supreme Court justice to under- 
stand. You don’t understand it, and 
chances are, neither does your agent. 

There’s a good reason why life-insur- 
ance contracts are written in such com- 
plex language. Most insurance firms 
don’t want you to know exactly what 
coverage you're getting, or how your 
new policy differs from your old one. 

A concerned individual who attacked 
this practice is Herbert Denenberg, a 
consumer reporter for Philadelphia’s 
WCAU-TV. He’s also the author of Herb 
Denenberg’s Smart Shoppers’ Guide, a book 
that tells how to avoid getting ripped off 
when you’re buying insurance or just 
about anything else. 

Back in the early ’70s Denenberg was 
Pennsylvania’s state insurance commis- 
sioner. One day he came up with a star- 
tling and original idea: Life-insurance 
companies should be required to provide 
policies ordinary people could read. 

“The biggest problem with the insur- 
ance industry is that it never wants to do 
anything for the first time,” Denenberg 
says today. “I had to force insurance 
companies to come up with reforms. 
They thought it wasn’t possible to write 
a readable policy. If something hasn’t 
been done before, they don’t want to do it.” 

Denenberg gave insurors a simple 
choice: Write readable policies, or stop 
selling insurance in Pennsylvania, the 
nation’s fourth-most-populous state. To

STIMULANT UPDATE 


January’s Mail-Order Feedback con- 
tained an item on the legal-stimulant 
industry, which has recently blos- 
somed. We noted that caffeine-based 
lookalike pep pills are often bought 
in bulk and illegally peddled as 
speed, a ripoff the federal Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) had yet 
to stop. 

Since that writing, U.S. marshals, 
at the FDA’s request, raided nine 
manufacturers of legal stimulants and 
seized both the pills and the equip- 
ment used in making them. Located 
in Alabama, Florida, Illinois, New 
York and Pennsylvania, these firms 
were major suppliers of legal stimu- 
lants in the United States. 

The FDA requested the seizure on 
the grounds that the pills look too 
much like prescription drugs. The 
agency deemed them counterfeit and 
therefore illegal. Not only were prod- 
ucts resembling uppers seized, but 
also confiscated were “legal” sleep 
aids similar to Quaaludes and other 
downers. These sleep products gener- 
ally contain antihistamines, a com- 
mon cold-remedy ingredient that can 
cause drowsiness as a side effect. 

As noted in last month’s column, 
legal stimulants and sleep aids are 
completely legal—at least in most 
states. What the FDA is trying to curb 
is the unlawful street sale that has all 
too frequently resulted in overdoses 
and deaths. The next move is up to 
the manufacturers. 


MAILING-LIST BLUES 


I have only once written to a mail-order 
sex firm, and that was for information on

took a chance, and I lost. You see, my 
name ended up on the mailing list of Erik 
Imports, and its letters have “Sexually 
Oriented Ad” marked clearly in front. 
These letters have caused me intense em- 
barrassment. I live in a small town, and 
they've made me so ashamed, I can’t even 
bring myself to complain to the post office. 
What can I do? —Name and Address

Getting your name off a mailing list 
isn’t impossible, but you have to get 
over your shyness. Take those of- 
fending letters and envelopes down 
to your local post office. Attach them 
to a filled-out 2150 form. This de- 
clares you have been receiving sexual 
advertisements against your wishes. 
The Postal Service will send the firm 
a prohibitory order making it manda- 
tory that you be left alone. 

If you insist on bypassing the easy 
route, try writing the dealer that 
started your problems. State your 
name and address and ask to have 
your name removed from its mailing 
list. If this has no effect, send photo- 
copies of the letters and envelopes to 
the Federal Trade Commission (6th 
St. and Pennsylvania Ave. NW, 
Washington, DC 20580). Make your 
wishes known, and the FTC will use 
the code numbers on your address 
label to track down the company 
and get its literature out of your 
mailbox. 


SEX SCENTS 


I sent away for a bottle of Potent-8, the 
cologne that’s supposed to make you irre- 
sistible to women, I’ve been waiting for 
my merchandise for a month now, and 
I’m beginning to think I was ripped off. 
Can you help me get what I ordered? 
Also, does Potent-8 work, or was I a fool 
to waste my money on it? —T. D. 

Redlands, California 


We spoke with Body Science Inc., the 
manufacturer of Potent-8, and found 
out the delay in shipping your order 
was not a case of fraud. Apparently 
Body Science, which only recently 
delved into the sex-scent business, 
received more initial orders than it 
anticipated. The company quickly 
ran out of its first batch of Potent-8, 
and some customers had to wait until 
a second, larger batch was produced. 
Your order should already be in your 
possession. 

As for whether odor aphrodisiacs 
really work, we covered the subject in 


HUSTLER’s July 1980 Sex Play, in 
which we discussed pheromones, the 
prime activating element in these 
products. As noted, scientific experi- 
ments on the sexual role of odors date 
back to the 19th century. It’s been 
firmly established that pheromones 
odor molecules in sweat, urine, 
sperm and vaginal fluids) do send out 
sex signals. Unfortunately, androste- 
none, the pheromone type that spe- 
cifically attracts women to men, is 
found in significant quantities only in 
a few males, and it’s usually covered 
up by conventional deodorants and 
colognes. 

Body Science (P.O. Box 2481, 
Grand Central Station, New York, 
NY 10163) isn’t the only company 
marketing androstenone. The Kent 
Institute \P.O. Box 214, Mount Mor- 
ris, IL 61054) sells it, and the oldest, 
most tested product is available from 
Bodywise (23363 L’Enfant Plaza, 
Washington, DC 20024). 

The Bodywise spray costs $40, as 
opposed to the $10-$16 range for the 
others. It was distributed in England 
back in 1979 under the name Aeolus 
7 and caused quite a stir there and in 
Europe. If you’re interested in com- 
paring brands, write to these com- 
panies and ask for test results on their 
specific products, and beware if all 
you get back are reports on phero- 
mone research in general.

You can even write your own erotic 
message on a chocolate bar (a Candid 
Candy-gram).

Term-insurance policies are written for 
a period of years—usually five, some- 
times as few as one, but never for life. 
For example, a 29-year-old man might 
pay Northwestern Mutual $224 for 
$100,000 of coverage. At the end of the 
term (in this case, one year) the buyer’s 
coverage stops. So does his obligation 
to pay. 

If he wants a new policy at the end of 
his term, he’ll either pay more money for 
the same coverage, or pay the same pre- 
mium to get lower benefits. By the time 
he’s 54, it will cost him $1,241 to buy an- 
other year of $100,000 coverage. Why 
the big jump? 

The one thing both you and your 
insuror know is that you are going to 
die. The only question is when. Nobody 
knows the answer to that one, but you’re 
a year closer to it now than you were a 
year ago. From the insurance company’s 
point of view, you’re a somewhat-less- 
desirable risk than you were a year ear- 
lier, and your premiums will reflect this 
fact. (Of course, at 54 you’re a lot less 
desirable than you were at 29.) 

Cash-value insurance, the other pri- 
mary type, is also called whole life, 
straight life and ordinary life. A decade 
ago 75% of all policies sold were cash- 
value policies; today the figure stands at 
43%. Cash-value insurance is a simple, 
straightforward deal: You pay a con- 
stant premium for a fixed amount of 
coverage. Your premium will never go 
up—even when you’re 85 and can bare- 
ly hold the pen to write out a check to 
the insurance company. 

How can insurors afford to write a 
policy that doesn’t charge you more 
money, even when you're old enough to 
be a really terrible risk? It’s easy. They 
adjust the rates so that when you're 
young, you overpay the coverage you 
get. And the overpayment isn’t minor. 

In the early years of a cash-value 
policy you’re paying from three to six 
times what the same amount of coverage 
would cost you for term insurance. And 
while you’re paying those whopping 
premiums, the company is investing the 
money, generating income against the 
day it will finally have to pay off—the 
day you die. By that time, the firm will 
have more than made its money back. 

Most unbiased observers, including 
the watchdog Consumers Union, advise 
that term insurance is a better buy, 
especially when you're young, with 
credit debts to pay off and a wife and 
small children to support. As you get 
older and the kids leave home, you 
won’t need as much insurance. If you try 
to buy a term policy when you're 65, of

course, you'll pay through the nose. But 
by that time, you may only need enough 
coverage to pay your death expenses 
and a modest sum to sustain your wife. 

Cash-value insurance gets its name 
from the fact that your policy has a 
monetary worth—the difference be- 
tween what you pay and what it actually 
costs the company to insure you (plus, 
naturally, a very nice profit margin). If 
you ever decide to discontinue coverage 
ona cash-value policy, you’ll get some of 
your money back. Furthermore, while 
the policy is in force, you can borrow 
money on it. However, your cash value 
isn’t nearly as much as what you'd get 
by buying the same amount of term cov- 
erage and putting the difference into a 
savings account. 

So if term insurance is the better alter- 
native, why do so many people buy cash 
value? Simply because the insurance in- 
dustry doesn’t want you to buy term pol- 
icies, which make it too easy to figure 
out what you’re getting and how much 
you’re paying. Worse yet, term doesn’t 
turn over those huge profits the industry 
likes to see. In a speech to a professional 
insurance group, Edward Bates, presi- 
dent of Connecticut Mutual Life, ad- 
mitted, “No agent, general agent or 
agency system can live very well on the 
commissions from only term insurance.” 

Understandably, the industry is up in 
arms over the growth of term insurance 
during the past ten years. “As you see 
term grow, you'll see premiums dimin- 
ish and profits diminish faster,” warns 
Gordon Gaddy, president of Fireman’s 
Fund. Cash value does a better job of 
siphoning the bucks from your pocket to 
insurance companies, and it does it 
quicker. Cash value is all they'd sell if 
the companies had their way. 

Keep in mind that term isn’t the best 
kind of insurance in all cases. If you die 
while you're still young, your wife may 
be able to work and support the family. 
If you die at 50, and your wife has never 
worked, she may need money to live on 
for the next 30-odd years. In any case, 
your family’s situation will determine 
which of the two types is better for you. 


THE NUMBERS RACKET 
Your insurance company operates in 
much the same way as the corner book- 
maker, although insurance is a high 
roller’s game that makes the bookie 
seem strictly penny-ante. Both are busi- 
nesses that depend on staying ahead of 
the odds in order to take your money. 

The bookie gets his football odds ev- 
ery Tuesday from linemakers in Las 
Vegas. Most insurance companies don’t 
even have to make a long-distance call. 
They set their own odds, called actuarial 
tables. Vhese list mortality rates broken 


down by sex, age, place of residence, 
and just about every other way imagin- 
able. All insurors keep extensive sets of 
actuarial tables. Without them there’d 
be no insurance industry. 

If you’re a white, 35-year-old male, 
married with two kids and living in New 
Mexico, your insurance company knows 
the odds of your living until 1986, 1991, 
1996 or any other year. These odds 
make it easy for an insuror to calculate 
how big a premium it has to charge you 
in order to recover its money when you 
finally die; and to allow a margin of 
profit for the firm and its investors. 

Suppose you buy a $100,000 policy 
today, then step in front of a moving 
truck tomorrow? Your insuror’s actuar- 
ial tables have that situation covered 
too. The loss it takes on you will be more 
than balanced out by the rest of those 
35-year-old guys in New Mexico who 
beat the odds and pay their premiums 
until they’re 85 or 90. 

The insurance company knows that in 
any given year, most policyholders 
won't die. So it’s free to take the money 
those people have paid in and invest 
it. These investments are where the 
insurance industry makes its monster 
profits. (In 1979 Prudential earned more 
than $278 million after taxes. Metro- 
politan Life made nearly $235 million, 
and Aetna Life pocketed almost $200 
million.) 


YOUR FRIENDLY LOCAL AGENT 
A series of heartwarming TV commer- 
cials once aired by State Farm Insurance 
showed the company’s agents coaching 
Little League teams, heading up fund- 
raising drives and generally being a 
credit to their communities. The point 
of those messages was to let you know 
what a swell guy your State Farm agent is. 

In reality, your local insurance agent 
isn’t exactly a wellspring of civic spirit. 
He’s an ordinary working stiff, just like 
you, and he toils very hard in a dog-eat- 
dog business. His big problem is that 
90" of American families already carry 
some form of life insurance. So he’s out 
there being a professional good citizen 
because he has to make contacts to find 
that other 10". 

Consumer crusader Herbert Denen- 
berg says insurance companies “would 
solve a lot of problems if they could get 
competent salesmen. This is a funda- 
mental problem that’s been recognized 
by the industry for a long time. Insur- 
ance is a sophisticated commodity, and 
sometimes the people who’re selling it 
aren’t too qualified.” 

In fact, most states require no formal 
qualifications for the aspiring agent. 
He’s probably a guy who read a want ad 
offering “big commissions . . . unlimited

job.” Having had some previous experi- 
ence in direct sales, he went down to the 
offices of Vulture Mutual and enrolled 
in its training course, After two weeks of 
instruction, he was given a contract and 
sent out into the field. 

Most likely, his contract specified he 
wasn’t actually an employee of Vulture 
Mutual; rather, he was an independent 
contractor. In the fine print it explained 
his salary wasn’t even a real salary; it 
was an advance against commissions. If 
he didn’t earn back that advance, he’d 
have to find another line of work—like 
the majority of insurance-sales trainees. 

But let’s say this fellow stuck it out, 
made some contacts and is now able to 
earn a living. The commission he draws 
is most likely to be “55 and nine fives,” 
meaning he gets 55" of his money out of 
your first year’s premiums and 5% a year 
for the next nine years. In other words, 
he earns more than half his wage if you 
keep your policy for a year, and nothing 
extra if you hang onto it for longer than 
ten. 

The 55-and-nine-fives rule makes it in 
your agent’s interest to sell you a new 
policy after you’ve had the old one for a 
year. This practice is called “twisting,” 
and it’s standard throughout the indus- 
try. If you already own a cash-value 
policy, for example, your agent will sug- 
gest using the cash value to pay the first 
premiums on the new policy he’s trying 
to sell you. What he won't tell you is 
that his 55% will come out of the first 
year’s premiums. 

The front-loaded-commission system 
gives the agent all the motivation he 
needs to get you to replace your old 
policy, and the numbers show he’s 
usually successful. About one-quarter of 
all policies get dropped within 13 months, 
and only 20% are kept until maturity. 

The best of all possible worlds from 
your agent’s standpoint is when he can 
get you to cash in some other company’s 
policy and use the cash value to buy a 
new policy from him. That’s where 
high-pressure selling techniques come in 
handy. 

“Listen, fella,’ he might say, “term 
insurance melts away like icicles. With 
this new cash-value policy, you’re buying 
something permanent, and you get 
money back if you live. Don’t you really 
think you owe it to your wife and those 
two swell kids of yours?” 

Sounds pretty seedy, doesn’t it? But 
none of it is your agent’s fault. He’s got a 
family to support, and he’s at the mercy of 
the same economic forces that push and 
pull at us all. The insurance companies 
are the real culprits. They—not the sales- 
man—rigged the commission schedule in 
the first place.

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THE WORST RIPOFF 
The cruelest insurance scam of all is one 
most middle-class people never encoun- 
ter. It’s reserved for the poverty- 
stricken, often inner-city blacks. 

The scam is called debit insurance, and 
it works like this: An unscrupulous 
insurance salesman comes to the door of 
an impoverished widow in, say, San 
Francisco’s Fillmore District. She tells 
him there’s no way she can afford insur- 
ance. She’s 60 years old, and her late 
husband’s Social Security benefits leave 
her little disposable income. 

“Aha,” says the agent. “Can you 
afford not to have insurance? What’ll 
happen when you die? Where will the 
money for your funeral come from? 
Who'll pay for your cemetery plot?” 
These are real concerns for many of our 
elderly urban poor. 

The salesman proposes a modest buri- 
al-insurance policy. The amount of 
coverage will be small, $1,000 or so, just 
enough to pay for a low-key funeral. 
And instead of making a lump-sum pay- 
ment, the widow will have to pay only 
$2 or $3 a week. 

The woman, who’s been worried 
about her own funeral arrangements 
ever since she laid her husband to 
rest, is an easy mark, She signs the con- 
tract and hands over three bucks to 
the agent. “You won’t even have to go 
to the post office to mail your weekly 
premium,” he promises her. “‘My compa- 
ny will send a man around every Friday 
to collect.” 

The widow will be paying $156 a year 
for $1,000 worth of insurance coverage. 
Investing that money, the insurance 
company will make its thousand bucks 
back in only a few years. But that 
doesn’t really matter, since in the over- 
whelming majority of cases the insuror 
will never have to pay off at all. 

Usually, at some point, the burial- 
insurance policyholder misses four or 
five payments, and the company cancels 
the policy. If the destitute victim wants 
to have the policy reinstated, all the 
missing premium payments—plus the 
compound interest—will have to be 
paid. It’s astonishing how quickly the 
debt can mount up under such an 
arrangement. 

A Los Angeles lawyer who once 
worked at a Legal Aid office in northern 
California recalls: “One day an old lady 
came into my office with a cancellation 
notice from one of these burial- 
insurance companies. She’d missed 
about a year-and-a-half of payments and 
wanted to get her policy reinstated. Her 
coverage was very small—only about 
$400. She’d written to the insurance 
company, and it had written back saying 
it would cost her a little more than 500 


bucks to get back in its good graces.” 

The lawyer frowned, looking as if he’d 
just smelled something rotten. “It was 
all perfectly legal. I had the unpleasant 
job of explaining to her how compound 
interest works and how the insurance 
company wasn’t joking. Five hundred 
dollars was really what she owed.” 

“Naturally, debit insurance is expen- 
sive,” says Herb Denenberg. “You can 
imagine the bookkeeping costs when a 
firm is recording thousands of $3 pay- 
ments every week. But if a guy’s worried 
about burial, he should probably rely on 
savings or Social Security, which has a 
death benefit of around $250. Debit is 
absolutely the worst way to buy 
insurance.” 

More-ethical insurance companies— 
such as Aetna, Allstate and Prudential — 
don’t sell these policies. Why should 
they? They’re making hundreds of mil- 
lions as it is. Weekly burial policies are 
sold by small, off-brand firms in ghettos 
and rural areas. Only the shoddiest out- 
fit would try to wring a few dollars a 
week out of the elderly poor. 


INSURANCE AND INFLATION 
“The insurance business was structured 
for an era in which we did not have dou- 
ble-digit inflation,’ Herb Denenberg 
maintains. Inflation is a problem with 
which all of us have to contend. Its 
effect on insurance is particularly 
severe. 

Let’s say you buy $100,000 worth of 
cash-value insurance. After ten years of 
10% inflation your hundred grand will 
be worth about $35,000 in 1982 dollars. 
After 20 years your policy’s value will go 
down to a little more than $12,000. 

If it’s any consolation, the insurance 
industry is worried about inflation too. 
Thomas Simons, chairman of Capital 
Holding Corporation, calls it “the big- 
gest enemy of life insurance. It raises 
costs, it damages the fixed-dollar-sav- 
ings element in permanent life con- 
tracts; and, when interest rates get very 
high, it produces a cash drain because of 
increased policy loans.” 

Ata time when the prime interest rate 
hovers around 20%, many policyholders 
can borrow against their cash-value 
policies at 8%. They’ve been doing just 
that, investing in money-market funds 
earning 20%, paying back the insurance 
company and pocketing the difference. 
Insurors are no longer happy about 
making involuntary loans to policyhold- 
ers, and you can bet that future cash- 
value policies will have tightened loop- 
holes in their loan provisions. 

The insurance industry is even more 
worried that inflation will cause cash- 
value insurance to seem like less and less 
of a bargain to buyers despite its loan fea- 
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tures. Inflation is currently being blamed 
for cash value’s drop in popularity —and 
with the consequent drop in profits. The 
industry is responding by using new 
sales tactics (direct mail is one) and by 
trying to sell to women, a long-ignored 
segment of the market. But more and 
more people are buying the cheaper 
term insurance (when they're insuring 
themselves at all), since they can renego- 
tiate the value of the policy as each term 
expires. 


PAR VS. NONPAR 

There’s another aspect of insurance that 
smart buyers should know about. Your 
policy may pay dividends, in which case 
it’s called a participating (par) policy. If it 
doesn’t, it’s a nonparticipating (nonpar) 
policy. Term and cash-value insurance 
may be either par or nonpar. 

When you buy a par policy, you’re 
counting on the insurance company 
having a good year, making a nice profit 
and kicking back some of the money to 
you in the form of a dividend. Par 
policies generally cost more than nonpar 
ones; so you’re hoping your dividend 
will more than make up for the differ- 
ence in cost to you. 

As it happens, insurance companies 
usually do have good years—and lots of 
them. Over the past 20 years or so par- 
ticipating policies have been a better 
buy than nonpar. Whether they’re as 
good an idea as taking the difference in 
premium costs and investing the dough 
is another matter. 

One 1973 study found par policies to 
be the better deal about 75" of the time. 
The study assumed an investor would 
earn 4" on his money if he put it to work 
somewhere else, such as stocks, savings 
or a credit union. When an 8» rate of 
return was figured in, par policies came 
out ahead in only a little more than half 
the cases. 

If the economy should take a bad 
downturn, of course, participating poli- 
cies could turn out to be a bad idea. 


SHOP AROUND 
When Herbert Denenberg reigned as 
Pennsylvania’s insurance commissioner, 
he was considered the scourge of the in- 
dustry. He’s a former professor at the 
University of Pennsylvania’s prestigious 
Wharton School of Commerce and a 
man who owns a lot of insurance him- 
self. What he did to most upset the in- 
surance industry was issuing shoppers’ 
guides that rated policies sold by the 
480 biggest insurance companies to 
Pennsylvania residents in terms of price 
paid for coverage received. They also 
listed the best and worst buys in life in- 
surance and pointed out how much the 
same amount of money would have 
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earned had it been invested in bank ac- 
counts or stocks—anything else but 
insurance. 

If your state doesn’t have something 
like Pennsylvania’s insurance-shoppers’ 
guides, you can still outsmart insurors 
by paying attention to something called 
the interest-adjusted net cost. That sounds 
like a mouthful, but it’s relatively simple. 

Consumers Union recently published 

a guide for insurance buyers giving the 
following example: Joe buys a cash- 
value policy with premiums of $1,050 
per year and a cash value of $16,500 
after 20 years. Susan buys a policy for 
the same amount of coverage that costs 
1,000 a year, with a cash value of 
15,000. Who got the better deal? 
You might think Joe did. He paid 
$1,050 a year for 20 years (a total of 
$21,000), and cashed out at $16,500. 
Thus, his insurance for those 20 years 
cost him a total of $4,500. Susan paid 
$1,000 a year for 20 years ($20,000), but 
cashed out at only $15,000. Her insur- 
ance cost her $5,000. 

These figures ignore the fact that Joe 
could have been earning interest on the 
extra 50 bucks he paid each year. When 
you figure in the interest he had to pass 
up, Joe’s interest-adjusted net cost over 
20 years was $19,955. Susan’s was only 
$19,719; so her insurance was actually 
cheaper than Joe’s. 

Fortunately, you don’t have to do that 
sort of arithmetic yourself. In 29 states 
your insurance agent must give you the 
20-year interest-adjusted net cost; it’s the 
law. In the other 21 states it’s a damn 
good idea to ask for it. 

You also may be able to get a better 
deal on your life insurance through your 
job, membership in a fraternal order, or 
even the state in which you live. Con- 
necticut, Massachusetts and New York 
offer Savings Bank Life Insurance. 

Then there are preferred-risk policies 
sold by insurance companies to people 
who don’t smoke or who otherwise seem 
healthier than average. Watch out for 
these. Just because a company calls a 
particular policy “preferred” doesn’t 
mean you'll save money. In the insur- 
ance game, “preferred” may mean no 
more than “new and improved” means 
on a box of laundry detergent. 

Unless you’re careful and ask the 
right questions, you’ll be like a blind 
man walking through a minefield as you 
listen to the come-ons of a fast-talking 
insurance salesman. 

“When you buy a life-insurance 
policy,” comedian Shelley Berman once 
said, “‘you’re actually betting the insur- 
ance company you're going to die— 
and you have to win to collect.” 

Somehow, there must be a better way
